"The commission has not changed in the slightest degree itd 


original policy as to the uiaiiuraetiire of carbon black from nat- 
ural gaa. 80 far as 1 am concerned, the policy will not be 
changed until the legislature, by enactment, may direct a

where the gas can be confined in the* ground until such time as it 
«m be used for domestic or industrial purposes. This is/ for the 
purpose of conserving this natural resource in keeping with the 
policy declares! by the legislature.

Every producing oil well produces more or 
less gas at the same time and from the same sand as the oil is 
produced. This »uf cannot be kept in the ground without closing 
in the oil wells. It does not escape from u natural gad stratum 
as defined by law.

head pas. 
"What steps to take or what methods could be used 


to utilize this product of the oil well has been a constantly 
studied question by both the operators and conservation 
agencies. 


"At first, this gas was separated from the oil and allowed 


to escape, into the air, thus being a total loss?. This easing head 
gas contains in suspension a certain amount of gasoline and 
gradually plants were erected to extract this 
gasoline 
from 


casing head gas. What of the residue gas could be used for 
field purposes and domestic and industrial use has been so used, 
but these purposes consumed only a smalt percentage of this 
nidue gas in certain localities, the balance of necessity and be- 
yond human power to save has been allowed]to blow into the 
jiir, a total lo^s to the commerce of the state. 


"At this time, according to the sworn testimony, there arc 


from fifty to one hundred million cubic feet of this gas wasting 
daily in Stephens county alone. The carbon black people fiied 
an application for a permit to salvage this waste product and re- 
duce it to a valuable commodity of commerce. The permit was 
granted to burn this waste gas and this only, with the provis- 
ion written into the permit, as it will be written into any other 
permits as may be granted, that in the event the supply of gas 
for domestic use should become inadequate to meet the demands, 
the railroad commission has, the authority to divert from car- 
bon manufacture enough to supply and deficiency in the do- 
mestic supply. 


"This is clearly a conservation measure as the prohibition 


of the iibe of natural tras for carbon black from natural gas 
well*, producing gas only and which can be kept in the ground 
till needed for domestic and industrial purposes. 
In fact, if 


there is any difference, this comes more clearly within the prac- 
tical definition of conservation than the Drohibition of the use 
of gas from gas wells for carbon black burning. The action 
of the commission Is bimpiy a method to conserve so much of 
this wasting resource as possible until such time as it is need- 
ed for domestic or industrial purposes. It is in full keeping 
with and not it change of the conservation policy established 
by tht commission."
